Favors Test Ban Treaty 


Congressman Paul Rogers suid 
today that the responses to his 
annual Questionnaire this year 
indicate support for a nuclear 
test ban agreement with Russia. 

The question asked by Con- 
gressman Rogers was: 

"Do you believe th» U. S. 


should work for a nuclear test 
ban treaty with adequate con- 
trols” 

81/6 percent responded, yes. 


13,4 percent responded no, 

5.0 percent did not answer. 
E 047 responded to the an- 
mual Questionnaire this year, 
Congressman Rogers reported. 
This reflected a slight increase 
over the 50,213 received last 
year, in spite of the loss of 4 
counties in the 6th District due 
to the Congressional re-distract-
